There  is  ver3r  little  outstanding  in  the  report  to  which  I would 
drawyur  particular  atuention. 

There  \iexe  U-S  birbhs  during  the  year  compared  with  50  last  year, 
and  67  deaths  compared  with  in  1956.  The  infantile  mortalit^r  rate  of 
21.7  per  1,000  total  births  is  misleading  as  it  in  fact  represents  only  1 
death. 


Of  the  infecti:)us  diseases,  it  is  noted  that  1A-1  cases  of  measles 
were  nof-ified  and  these  occurred  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August. 

In  presenting  this  report,  I kno'.v  that  Dr.  Colville  wishes  me  to 
express  his  thanlcs  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  help  and  for  the 
way  in  which  they  worked  during  the  year,  and  als ^ to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  constant  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Department.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  ^ 957* 

GENERAL 

Apart  from  the  serious  pollution  of  the  Primrose  Valley  stream  the 
general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory.  Y/ith  the 
new  sewerage  scheme  in  operation  I am  able  to  report  for  the  first  time  that 
the  foreshore  has  been  free  of  serious  pollution  and  fouling. 

FOOD  PREMISES 


The  hygienic  standard  of  food  premises  Vi/as  generally  satisfactory. 

Informal  action  was  sufficient  to  obtain  improvements  where  required. 

Further  attention  was  given  t''  ensuring  that  all  premises  complied  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955*  Some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations 
will  only  be  completely  realised  by  educational  means  and  this  applies  to  the 
public  as  well  as  the  food  handler,  I hope  the  time  will  come  when  the 
enlightened  housev;ife  will  boycott  the  shopkeeper  v;ho  smokes  in  a food  shop, 

Y'ashing  facilities  in  food  premises  are  generally  satisfactory. 

A.ll  mobile  ice  cream  stalls  have  now  been  fitted  vdth  hot  water. 

Preserved  Food  - Registered  Premises  - Section  16 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1 955 

8 premises  are  registered  in  the  district,  15  inspections  have  been 
made  and  the  standard  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1 93A- 

One  dairy  is  registered  in  the  district  qnder  these  regulations,  24 
inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises,  30  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  laboratory  for  examination.  One  of  these  v\;as  unsatisfactory 
the  remiander  conformed  to  the  required  standard. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc)  Regulations,  1947'~1932. 

28  premises  are  registered  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955  fo^  'the 
sale  or  manul’acture  of  Ice  Cream. 


At  one  only  of  these  premises  is  ice  cream  manufactured,  using  heat 
treatment  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations.  17  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
suhnitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  the

There  are  in  the  area  tvro  licenced  slaughterhouses  serving  the  needs 
of  two  of  the  local  butchers.  These  slaughterhouses  have  been  operated 
satisfactorily  and  not  caused  any  nuisance , 

Meat  Inspection 

All  meat  at  the  tv;o  licenced  slaughterhouses  has  been  inspected 
Again  the  '“'uaDity  of  animals  slaughtered  has  been  very  good  with  the 
result  that  only  a small  amount  of  meat  was  condemned,  mainly  for  localised 
tuberculosis  and  parasitic  conditions.  Two  heifer  carcases  were  found  to 
be  affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis,  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  carc''fK30  and  offal  vi/ere  treated  by  approved 
low  temperature  storage  and  released  for  human  consumption.  All  condemned 
meat  was  dyed  green  before  being  taken  out  of  the  district.

j CONDITION  QF  FOPESHORE. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  and  outfall  was  brought  into  operation  during 
j the  early  part  of  the  year.  Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the 
beach  v^hich  was  found  to  be  free  from  pollution  and  fouling.  The  only 
I exception  to  this  was  during  times  of  heavy  rain  when  the  storm  water 
overflow  operated  and  discharged  diluted  sewage  onto  the  beach. 

I SEA  PATER  SA]>.tPLING 

Apart  fron  the  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Beach,  sea 
I water  samples  were  taken  to  ascertain  the  bacteriological  condition  of  the 
water.  Samples  were  taken  weekly  at  points  a quarter  of  a mile  apart  over 
a disbance  of  two  and  a half  miles.  Sampling  continued  for  twenty  consecutive 
weeks,  in  all  200  samples  wore  submitted  for  examination. 

I.  There  are  no  bacteriological  standards  for  natural  bathing  waters  but 
1 using  a standard  adopted  b]^  fhe  American  Medical  Association  indicated  that 
I generally  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

I 

There  was  a marked  deterioration  of  bacteriological  quality  of  saiaplos 
1 taken  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Primrose  Valley  Stream. 

! POLLUTION  OF  PRE-zIROSE  VALLEY  STREAM 


This  stream  again  gave  rise  to  serious  nuisance  during  the  summer  months, 
the  polluti:>n  being  caused  by  discharges  from  houses,  hotels,  and  a caravan 
camp.  As  in  previous  years  the  sewage  effluent  from  the  caravan  camp  was 
chlorinated  to  reduce  the  danger  of  infection. 

During  the  late  summer  the  stream  is  in  an  extremely  objectionable 
condition,  but  unfortunately  this  is  not  alv/ays  apparent  where  it  discharges 
across  the  Beach.  Complaints  have  been  received  fr-xn  the  parents  of 
children  who  without  realising  the  danger  have  been  paddling  and  playing  in 
the  stream  water.  This  nuisance  will  only  be  finally  abated  when  the 
Primrose  Valley  area  is  sewered  and  all  premises  cj^.nected. 
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CMUPWGr  SITES 


The  three  licensed  Camping  Sites  and  the  site  used  by  the  CaraVan  Club 
have  operated  without  giving  rise  to  complaint.  The  Camps  are  only  in  use 
from  March  to  September  and  when  inspected  were  at  all  times  found  to  be 
clean  and  satisfactory, 

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  one  Rodent  Operator  working  part  time,  the 
cost  of  which  qualitied  for  the  30fo  Ministry  Grant,  The  sewer  system  was 
again  test  baited  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  almost  free  from  infestation. 
This  service  is  free  for  domestic  premises  but  a charge  is  made  for  business 
premises.  No  major  infestations  were  found  during  the  year.
